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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4 weeks ending December 16 
was up 2 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 14 per cent 
from the corresponding period in 1949, and 12 per cent for 
the first 11 months of the year as compared with last year. 


Freight Car Loadings dropped 13 per cent in November 
from October but were 12 per cent above November 1949 
and for the first 11 months of the year were 8 per cent 
above last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were up 1 per cent 
in November from October, 24 per cent from November 
1949, and 14 per cent for the first 11 months of the year 
as compared with last year. 


Personal Income was up fractionally in November from 
October, 18 per cent from November 1949, and 7 per cent 
for the first 11 months of the year as compared with last 
year. Salaries and wages income was up fractionally in 
November from October, 15 per cent from November 1949, 
and 6 per cent for the first 11 months of the year as com- 
pared with last year. 

Agricultural Income dropped 10 per cent in November 
from October but was up 11 per cent from November 1949. 
For the first 11 months of the year, however, agricultural 
income was 2 per cent below the same period last year. 

Life Insurance Sales were down 3 per cent in November 
from October, but were 13 per cent above November 1949, 


and for the first 11 months of the year were 18 per cent 
above last year. 


Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index was down 2 per cent in November from 
October, but was 24 per cent above November 1949, and 
for the first 11 months of the year was 13 per cent above 
last year. 

Electric Power Production dropped fractionally in No- 
vember from October but was 19 per cent above November 
1949, and for the first 11 months of the year was 13 per 
cent above last year. 

Steel Production dropped 5 per cent in November from

IN OHIO 


Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were down 3 per cent in 
November from October but were 26 per cent above No- 
vember 1949, and for the first 11 months of the year were 
13 per cent above last year. 


Life Insurance Sales were down 4 per cent in November 
from October but were 11 per cent above November 1949, 
and for the first 11 months of the year were 14 per cent 
above the same period last year. 


Agricultural Income dropped 5 per cent in November 
from October, but was 11 per cent above November 1949, 
and for the first 11 months of the year was 1 per cent 
above last year. 


Electric Power Production was up 1 per cent in Novem- 
ber from October, 24 per cent from November 1949, and 
15 per cent for the first 11 months of the year as compared 
with last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production dropped 21 per cent in No- 
vember from October, and was 32 per cent below Novem- 
ber 1949, but for the first 11 months of the year was 22 
per cent above last year. 


Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was down 25 per cent in November from 
October, but was 6 per cent above November 1949, and for 
the first 11 months of the year was 49 per cent above last 
year. The November decline was due to the drop in resi- 
dential construction which was 7 per cent below November 
last year. Nonresidential construction increased as com- 
pared with October and with November 1949. 

Retail Sales of independent dealers were down 8 per 
cent in November from October, but were 4 per cent above 
November 1949, and for the first 11 months of the year 
were 9 per cent above last year. 

Department Store Sales dropped 3 per cent in November 
from October, and were 10 per cent below November 1949, 
but for the first 11 months of the year were 3 per cent 
above last year. 

Dyers’ and Cleaners’ Sales dropped 16 per cent in No- 
vember from October.

October but was 90 per cent above November 1949, 
and for the first 11 months of the year was 25 per 
cent above the same period last year. The steel 
industry operated at 97 per cent of theoretical ca- 
pacity in November. 

Bituminous Coal Production was down 12 per cent 
in November from October, and was fractionally be- 
low November 1949, but for the first 11 months of 
the year was 15 per cent above the same period 
last year. 

Machine Tool Shipments were up 10 per cent in 
November from October, 64 per cent from Novem- 
ber 1949, and 17 per cent for the first 11 months of 
the year as compared with last year. New orders 
for machine tools were up 1 per cent in November 
from October, 247 per cent from November 1949, and 
176 per cent for the first 11 months of the year as 
compared with last year. 

Construction Activity, as measured by the value 
of contracts awarded, was down 8 per cent in No- 
vember from October, but was 10 per cent above No- 
vember 1949, and for the first 11 months of the year 
was 41 per cent above last year. 

— Retail Sales of independent dealers were un- 
changed in November from October, but were 6 per 
500 cent above November 1949.

Business Conditions in 
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AKRON 

November total employment increased 1 per cent 
from October and 2 per cent from November 1949, 
Total pay rolls increased 4 per cent from October 
and 14 per cent from November of last year. 

Manufacturing industries in November showed de- 
creases in employment and pay rolls for the first 11 
months of 1950 from the same period of 1949. 

Retail sales in November were down 9 per cent 
from October, but were up fractionally from No- 
vember 1949, and up 12 per cent for the first 11 
months of 1950 as compared with the previous year. 


CANTON 

November total employment increased 3 per cent 
from October, 25 per cent from November 1949, and 
for the first 11 months of 1950 decreased 7 per cent 
from the same period of the previous year.

These figures, how- 
ever, do give an indication of the material strength of 
these countries, based on selected commodities. Unfortu- 
nately, production data for two heavily populated coun- 
tries, Russia and China, are not available.

Wheat Flour 


In August 1950, production in the United States was 
considerably above production in other countries for which 
information is available. Wheat flour production in the 
United Kingdom was close to 32 per cent of United States 
production. Canada produced 16 per cent; Japan, 15 per 
cent; and Australia, 14 per cent of the quantity produced 
in the United States. 

As compared with the average month in 1939, produc- 
tion of wheat flour in August 1950 was up 16 per cent in 
the United States, 91 per cent in Japan, 85 per cent in 
South Africa, and 36 per cent in both New Zealand and 
India. Production of wheat flour in August 1950 in the 
United Kingdom was down 13 per cent from the level 
in 1939. 


Milk Fluid 

United States production of milk fluid was considerably 
above that of other countries for which information is 
available. Production in western Germany amounted to 
28 per cent of that produced in the United States. Cana- 
dian production was about 16 per cent; United Kingdom 
production amounted to 14 per cent; Denmark and the 
Netherlands’ production each ran close to 11 per cent of 
United States production. 

The largest production gain in August 1950 as com- 
pared with the prewar levels in 1939 occurred in the 
United Kingdom. Their production increased close to 52 
per cent. Sweden’s production was above the prewar 1939 
levels by 40 per cent. Production in both Canada and Nor- 
way was up 32 per cent. United States production was 
up 19 per cent.

Of the countries for which information is available, 
production of steel in the United Kingdom was second to 
that of the United States. United Kingdom production of 
steel amounted to 19 per cent of United States production 
in August 1950. Steel production in western Germany 
amounted to about 15 per cent, and in France to about 11 
per cent of United States production. 

Significant increases in steel production in August 1950 
as compared with the average month in 1939 occurred in 
many of the countries. The largest increase, 151 per cent, 
took place in Poland. Increases of over 100 per cent oc- 
curred in Canada and South Africa. The production in- 
crease in this country amounted to 87 per cent. Decreases 
in steel production were registered in western Germany, 
Japan, Italy, and France. 


Petroleum 


Of the various countries for which information is avail- 
able, production of petroleum in only three countries was 
as much as 10 per cent of the United States production. 
Production in Venezuela was 27 per cent of United States 
production. Iran produced 12 per cent, Saudi Arabia pro- 
duced close to 10 per cent of the United States production. 

Petroleum production had increases in August 1950 as 
compared with the average month in 1939 of over 250 per 
cent in Canada and Iran. Production of petroleum in- 
creased 133 per cent in France, 69 per cent in the United 
States, and 60 per cent in Western Germany.
